Norwegian heritage still alive 


The Carnot file 

□ Population: The 50 to 60 people liv¬ 
ing in a 1-mile radius of this Door County 
community consider themselves from 
Carnot, says resident Mildred Harmann. 
Z Religion: Many residents attend 
Tanum Forest Evangelical Lutheran 
Church in nearby Vignes 

□ Main roads: The community used to 
be intersected by Door County J and 
Carnot Road But recently Door County 
J was rerouted The roads now are Car¬ 
not East-West and Carnot North-South. 


CARNOT — Mildred Harmann 
struck a Scandinavian chord on her 8- 
string fiddle while explaining how her 
community is trying stay in tune with 
its culture. 

"Some peo¬ 
ple can talk a 
little bit Nor¬ 
wegian,” said 
Harmann, 75. 848 N. Carnot Road. 

She spent the past year learning to 
play Norwegian songs on her father’s 
106-year-old fiddle. "Were trying to 
keep it (culture) up with the music.” 

German culture mixed in recent 
years with Norwegian traditions in 
this Door County community, she said. 

Carnot is eight miles south of Stur¬ 
geon Bay in the town of Forestville. 

The area’s culture also can be found 
in its religious activities. Lefse bread 
served with fish dinners at the Tanum 
Forest Evangelical Lutheran Church 
in nearby Vignes attracts people from 
Green Bay, Sturgeon Bay and Algoma. 

"The drawing card is the lefse.” said 
Mildred’s daughter, Emajean Har¬ 
mann, a teacher for 28 years. Lefse is 
like a potato pancake but made into a 
roll. 

"There’s a line there (at the church) 
that would like to break down the 
door," she said. 

Norwegian settlers built the Forest 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in 1886 
but it was struck by lightning and 
burned in 1970, said Hazel Anderson, a 
former resident now living at 656 St. 
James Circle. Green Bay.
